and on which it was about feven inches diameter, di- 
vided into digits by fix concentrick Circles. But Clouds 
coming, the Sun frequently -rendred this way of observing 
inconvenient, and there tore laying aflde the Apparatus 
of the Scene, I viewed him through the fame Telefcope 
with Smoaked Glaffes, to Pave my Eyes, an 1 Noted:

" that his getting out of the Eclipfc was preceded by a Blood 
<v red Jirea^ of Light, from its Left Limb 3 which continued 
" not longer than 6 or 7 Seconds of fin- -, then part of 
" the Sun's Disk appear'd, all of a fudden, bright as Venus 
* was ever feen in the night 5, nay, brighter 5 and in that 
,v very inftam gave a Light and Shadow to things, as 
'" ftrong as Moon-light ufes to do. 
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The Captain isthe firft Man-I ever heard of that took 
notice of a Red Streak oiiigfyt preceding theemeriion of 
the Sun's body from a total Ecliple. And I take notice 
of it toypu, becaufe it infers that the Moon has an Atmo- 
fphere$ and ks ftiort continuance of only $ or 7 Seconds 
of Time, teHs us $fat its height is not more than the 5 or 6 
hundredth fart of her diameter.
